Board of Managers Prepare 


Statement Relative to Ac- 


tion of City Council. 


Prospective Co'hference Between Hospital Managers 


and the Council—All Necessary Bills Will 


Doubtless be Paid to Maintain the 


Hospital Till the New Code is 


Fully in Force. 


As the managers of the hospital are 


again called upon to close the institu- 
tion they feel that it would not be 
just to do so without some explana- 
tion to the public of the situation. 


After conducting the hospital for 


four years the work was given up and 
the building and: maintenance of a 
hospital was placed in (the hands of 
the city council by a vote of the citi- 
zen at the spring elections. 


About the first of May a committee 


from the council requested the same 
board of managers to re-open the hos- 
pital and administer it as before, as- 
suring them that they would stand by 
them. Accordingly the ladies renovat- 
ed the house and employed the re- 
quisite attendants and1 have sines 
ivem their_ attention to the manage- 
ment of the instijtution, conducting -it 
carefully and •economically, according 
to the best of their ability. They pre- 
pared at the commencement of the 
v,-ork a schedule of the probable ex- 
penses for the benefit of the council. 


These expenses the council have de- 


rayed and the ladies have no com- 
plaint to make up to the present time. 


Matters have run on smoothly. The 


hospital has been running with a full 
orce of nurses and other 
helpers, 


hcmgh the building has been inade- 
cuate to the demands, patients having 
been turned away from time to time 
or lack of room. The hospital earn- 
ngs have been good and' the expenses 


more than anticipated, but the in- 


stitution, like other institutions of the 
ind, is far from selfsupporting. 
The council at its last session, sud- 


denly and without previous warning, 
cut off the-revenue, the only thin£ 
now promised being the rent. 


Nothing is left, therefore, but to 


close the doors of the building, as it 
s impossible for the ladies to carry 
on the work at their own charges. 
This leaves the ladies in a state of em- 
baiTassment, because they feel that it 
s hardly fair to the nurses and other 
help to dismiss them summarily, nor 
fair to the physicians to require them 
orthwith to remove their patients. 


The services of the 'ladies have been 


rendered very cheerfully for the gooc 
of the cause and they^ are 
ready 


hands over the -work to their success 
ors at any time that successors may 
appear, but if the authorities deem i* 
necessary to abandon, the work the 
ladies have nothing to say, except 
that they regret that it was 'not done 
in a more considerate way.

According to the best information 


obtainable by the Advocate some mat- 
ters between the Hospital Managers 
and the City Council neeS explanation 
and' a better understanding. Efforts 
have been made to brin^ this about, 
and a conference or, the lady managers 
and a committee of the Council is in 
prospect in the near future. 


The Advocate favors such action by 


the present Council as will provide for 
the necessities of the Hospital until 
the new municipal code comes into ef- 
fect, when the Board of Public Service 
becomes the responsible official au- 
thority to provide for the Hospital's 
expenditures. We believe the neces- 
sary deficiencies for mantaining the 
Hospital until that time should be paid 
out of the city treasury. Of course the 
city is limited in its ability to meet 
these expenditures from the fact that 
no special fund has been assessed for 
this purpose. "But so far as the ex- 
pression of members of the Council 
has been, obtainable there is a mani- 
fest willingness to favor the payment 
of expenses for maintaining the Hos- 
pital that are necessary.- .

Mark when he addresses the news- 
paper editors, through the form of a 
simulated advertisement in Ilarper's 
Weekly, on the subject of obituaries, 
lie asks of then) the privilege of edit- 
ing the obituary notices of himself 
which they may happen to have on 
hand. "This not for present profit 
further than as concerns my family," 
he explains, "but as a favorable influ- 
ence usable on the other side, where 
there are some who are not friendly to 
me. 


"It is my desire that such Journals 


and periodicals as have obituaries of 
me lying In their pigeonholes, with a 
view to sudden use some day, will not 
wait longer, but will publish them now 
and kindly send me a marked copy. I 
will correct thorn—not the facts, but 
the verdicts—striking out such clauses 
as could have a deleterious influence on 
the other side, and replacing them with 
clauses of a'more judicious character.

1 
will correct them— not the facts, but 
the verdicts— striking out such clauses 
as could have a deleterious influence on 
the other side, and replacing them with 
clauses of a more judicious character. 
I fehould, of course, expect to pay 
double rates for both the omissions and 
the substitutions, and I should also 
expect to pay quadruple rates for all 
obituaries which proved to be rightly 
and wisely worded, in the originals, 
thus requiring no emendations at all. 


"It is my desire to leave these 


amended obituaries neatly bound be- 
hind me as a perennial consolation and 
entertainment to my family, and as an 
heirloom which shall have a mournful 
but definite commercial value for my 
remote posterity."
